MATTERS AT YALE. 

The town of Yale- and the entire 
district are sadly neglected by the gov- 
ernment. Nearly a year ago the pub- 
licschool of the town, having TOchildren 
in attendance, was burned down. .Since 
then no educational advantages have 
been brought within reach of the peo- 
ple of the town. Localities with scarce- 
ly a baker's dozen of children have 
boon created into school districts ; but 
the 70 young people of Yalo are suffer- 
ed to grow up in ignorance. Souiowhore 
near 3000 men are employed upon 
railway works in the district ; and but 
for the liberality of Mr. Onderdonk in 
providing, at the expense of the con- 
tractors, an Accident Hospital, there 
would exist no hospital accommodation 
in the district. This hospital, as its 
name implies, is only intended for the 
reception and treatment of -mou who 
may be injured on the work3, and is 
not designed for such as may fall ill 
from exposure and other courses. At 
this time several men are suffering at 
Yale from lung and other diseases and 
for these there are absolutely no local 
means of relief except such as may be 
provided by private subscription. While 
on a recent visit to Yale a number of 
case3 of intense misery were brought to 
our notice; and a fine-looking young 
Belgian, who suffered from congestion 
of the lungs, was brought down by tho 
Western Slopo on Monday for treat- 
ment at the Royal Hospital. Hiscaso 
is pronounced desperate and he will 
probably die. Had there been a gov- 
ernment hospital at Yalo (as there 



ought to be) tli is poor fellow, 



along 

with many others, would probably have 
been a well man to-day. The railway 
contractors are under no obligation, 
beyond that of a common humanity, to 
provide medical treatment for any one. 
With a liberality that is quite imprece 
dented on this coast they do take care 
of their maimed hands, but the gov- 
ernment, after a vain effort to induco 
the contractors to take in the destitute 
sick, have abandoned the latter to their 
fate. We are told, and believe, that 
but for the private subscriptions of the 
charitable at Yale many of the indigent 
sick would have died during the past 
winter for want of the comnionoat 
necessaries. For several months a loud 
call has been heard for an addition to 
the Yale police force. It will scarcely 
be credited that with 4000 railway 
workmen who make the town of Yale 
their headquarters there is but one 
regular policeman on duty ; and that 
he is toll collector as well and 
stationed the best part of the day a 
mile from tho town ! On Saturday 
last Yale was' invaded by a mob of 
Chinamen who broto into a store and 
smashed everything within their reach. 
For two or three hours the place 
was at their mercy, and when the soli- 
tary policeman who had lefthisposition 
at the toll gate reached the scene of 
disaster, and arrested two of tho 
mob he was set upon and stoned by 
300 or 100 of the barbarians, escaping 
barely with his life. The condition of 
affairs .it Yale is critical. A feeling of 
insecurity pervades all classes. At any 
moment intelligence of some startling 
outrage, which the presence of a suffi- 
cient police force would have prevent- 
ed, may flash across the wires. The 
government are aware of the imminence 
of the clanger at Yale. They wore 
aware of the insecurity of life find pro- 
perty at Kamloops before the outbreak. 
Sixfives were sacrificed them before they 
would act. The superintendent of 
provincial police, who has no duties to 
perform here that might not be dele- 
gated to a member of the city police, 
remains a resident of the capital when 
his presence is urgently required at 
Yale, where he should be stationed 
permanently. Yale should be Mr. 
Todd's headquarters. There is work 
for him to do there. There is nothing 
for him to do here. Yule's chief wants, 
briefly summed up, are : A hospital; 
a public school ; a sufficient police force ; 
and a resident superintendent of police. 

THE BONUS BY LA W. 

We must felicitate the public upon 
the almost unanimous passage of its 
bonus bylaw on Monday. It was the 
best day's work that has been done by 
this town for a long time and ought to 
be productive of good results. The ad- 
vantages that will llow from the estab- 
lishment of a woolen mill at Victoria 
are manifold. Nearly every productive 
branch will be stimulated thereby, and 
at least $100,000 each year will be re- 
tained for circulation amongst our own 
people. The combined subsidies amount 
to 310,000, and constitute a generous 
contribution from the public chest to- 
wards the encouragement of a much- 
needed industry. The country is capable 
of producing sufficient wool to supply 
the. demands of a half a dozen woolen 
mills of moderate capacity, and we 
shall be glad to see early advantage taken 
of the liberality of the provincial and 
city governments. There is a large and 
ever increasing manufacturing field 
here awaiting to bo occupied; and the 
company which shall first avail them 
selves of the opportunity will be richly 
rewarded by a steady demand at an ex 
cellent profit.

GERMANY.

Berlin, May 17. —The Reichstag to- 
day, on bill for biennial budgets, con- 
firmed by a vote of 1-17 to 132, its pre- 
vious decision that the Reichstag 
should meet every year in October. 
Clause providing for the establish men t 
of quadriennial parliaments was then 
adopted by a vote of 155 to 127, but 
upon tho voto being taken on a mea- 
sure, as a whole it was almost unani- 
mously rejected- A resolution intro- 
duced by Ilerr Rickorts was adopted 
requiring that the imperial budget shall 
be prepared and voted before the 
bndgets of separate states. The final 
result was caused by thu conservatives 
and clericals voting with the liberals 
and was a surprise to tho govern- 
ment. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, May 17. : — Gen. Fprgenal tele 
graphs from Tunis that two battalions 
of rifles, which marched on Sunday 
upon Ben Metir wore opposed by the 
natives. The French had eight wound- 
ed. The natives loss was heavy and 
they retired to the northwest. Con. 
Lebe Berne will pursue them to-morrow. 
The Bey has placed a guard over cer- 
tain dignitaries who the French minis- 
try declarod were endeavoring to incite 
the people to resist France. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

London, May 17. — In the House of 
Commons last night Guest, moderate 
liberal, urged the government to join 
Itnly in protesting against the outrage 
on Tunis. Gladstone said that sorious 
charges are made against the power 
with whom England has been closely 
allied for over a generation. Justice 
and decency demanded that the house 
shall be in possession of authentic in- 
formation before any action is taken. 

Gladstone was somewhat indisposed 
and therefore opened tho night's debate 
on the land bill. He said the govern- 
ment had no intention of refusing 
reasonable amendments. In propor- 
portion to their anxiety to give peace 
to Ireland it would be their desire to 
receive from every quarter proposals 
that might tend to improve the bill. 

A tube containing dynamite or gun- 
cotton with a fuse attached was thrown 
into the doorway of the Central Police 
Station at Liverpool at midnight last 
night; a loud explosion followed and 
many windows were broken. Nobody 
was hurt. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, May 13. — In the house of 
lords Viscount Middleton asked wheth- 
er the government was disposed to take 
any steps for the better protection of 
peaceable subjects of her majesty in 
Ireland. Earl Spencer, lord president 
of tho council, said that the government 
regretted thatits hopesof theresultof re- 
cent legislation for maintenance of pease 
in Ireland had not been realized so far. 
Seventy-two persons are in custody un- 
der the protection act. The large in- 
croase in the number of ejectments 
might to some extent account for the 
increase in the number of outrages, but 
the government is determined to carry 
the law out vigorously and leaving 
nothing undone to ensure peace and or- 
der. 

In the commons this evening Glad- 
stone stated that in consequence of op- 
position to tho parliamentary oaths 
bill the government intended to post- 
pone its consideration. Of course they 
should not take it up until the land bill 
is substantially disposed of. 

London, May 13.' — The bailiff shot 
near Lonhera Wednesday night died 
to-day. Dolan, secretary of tho Kit- 
tulla Roscommon county branch of the 
land league, has been arrested in con- 
nection with the affair. 



London, May 13. — Six additional 
baronies in County Tipperary have 
been proclaimed under the coercion 
act. 

London, May 13. — Siemens and 
Holskea, well known Berlin electri- 
cians, gave to-day a public trial of their 
new electric railroad which runs be- 
tween Lichterleide and Caddettenhause, 
six miles from Berlin. The trial was 
an entire success. It was made in a 
simple train of cars with an electric 
battery concealed between the wheels. 
Tho rails are 39 inches apart and exact- 
ly resemble those of ordinary railroad 
gauge, but narrower. The greatest 
speed obtained was 18 English miles an 
hour. If necessary a far greater spaed 
could be obtained, but this was not al- 
lowed by tho police authorities. The 
railway will be opened to the public on 
Monday. 

St. Petersburg, May 13. — General 
Melikoff, commanding St. Petersburg, 
Doboza, minister of finance, Nicolai, 
minister of public instruction, and 
Giers, minister of foreign affairs, all 
tendered their resignations to tho em- 
peror Thursday.

Tho Heavens in May — A Solar 
Ecllpso on tho 2"7th. 

The heavens this month are in an un- 
usual condition. None of the planets may 
now bo olasaed aa ovoning stars. Tho cel- 
estial trinity which roigned so brilliantly 
as evening stars through tho wintor 
months have passed beyond the Sun and 
aro at present invisible, although classed 
as morning stars, owing to their proximity 
to tho solar orb aa it rises on tho eastern 
horizon. Vonu3 ceased to be evening star 
on the 2d instant, in which state she was 
in inferior conjunction with the Sun. Her 
progress through tho Western sky was 
tho most couspicuous feature of tho cel- 
ostial canvas through the winter months, 
until about the middle of April. Tho rest 
of tho yoar this planet will bo numbored 
among tho morning stars. Tho red vis- 
aged planet Mars haa for some months 
boon a morning star. He will continuo 
to bo so until tho 20th of September next 
whon his gory disc will ascend abovo the 
eastarn horizon just beforu the midnight 
hour, and ho will take his place amid 
ovening stars. For the remainder of tho 
yoar after that date Mara will bo an even- 
ing star. Ho now rises a little before tho 
Sun at an unfavorable hour for the great 
majority of star gazora. On tho 23rd Mars 
will be in conjunction, with tho Earth's 
satcllito and On tho 20th ho will have 
reachod perihelion or tho nearest point on 
his orbit to tho contro of tho solar system. 
Tho littlo planet Mercury ij at present in- 
visible, but his rolatioim to other planets 
and his phases aro various and numerous 
through the month. On the 6th ho will 
be in conjunction with Saturn and in con- 
junction witli Jupiter on the following 
day. On tho 13th inst. ho will be in 
longitudinal lino with Saturn; on tho 14th 
in longitudinal lino with Jupiter, and on 
tho 14th in conjunction with tho remotest 
known planet in tho syutein— Neptune. 
He will also be in the ascending ntldo on 
the 15th. On tho 17th he will bo in su- 
porior conjunction with tho Sun and on 
tho 20th in perihelion. Mercury's rela- 
tions to tho Sun and other planets in tho 
system is supposed to have a apocial in- 
fluence on tho meteoric disturbances. For 
instance at periods of Mercury's conjunc- 
tions and when in perihelion and aphelion 
it has been observed that the meteoric 
showers aro unusually brilliant. If there 
bo any truth in tho theory tho pres- 
ent month ought to bo remarkable for me- 
teoric displays. The most noticeable as- 
tronomical phenomenon of the month is 
tho solar eclipse, which occurs on tho 
27th instant. It begins on tho Earth at 
9 hours 45 3 minutes, Greenwich v\mn 
time, in longitude 104" 10.7' east from 
Greenwich, and in latitude 39' 9.5' north. 
Greatest eclipse, 11 hours 48.5 minutes 
in longitude 13° 21.1' cast, and in latitudo I 
G9° 3.9' north. Tho eclipse ends on tho 
Earth 13 hours 62 minutes in longitude 
94' 21' west and in latitudo 40" 20.7' north. 
The magnitude of tho eclipse at its great- 
est will bo 0.737 (Sun's diametor = l). Al- 
though tho planots aro invisible in tho 
ovoning the constellations form an intor- 
osting study. Aa tho last bright star in 
Orion disappears over the western horizon 
the Heart of tho Scorpion flashes in tho 
opposite quarter of ths sky, keeping up 
tho fabled chase from ono year's ond to 
tho other. Sirius in his matchless beauty 
glows brightly, and Vega in tho Harp 
rises in tho northeast as Sirus disappears 
in the west. Capclla, Albabaran,tho Twins, 
Regulus and other stars of tho first magni- 
tude also form pleasant objects of obser- 
vation and speculation for star gazers.

Nanaimo, May 17. 

Steamship California arrived from 
Sitka at 8 o'clock to-night. Sho reachod 
Sitka on tho 7th inst. 

An Indian confinod in tho Sitka guard 
houso hangod himself. 

Ensign J. C. Gilmoro, U. S. A., was 
married to Mary, daughter of Collector 
Ball, on tho ninth. A largo party at- 
tended the wodding : tho officers of the 
U. S. S. Jamestown, tho officers of tho 
California, and many citizens were pre- 
sent. 

On the passage down the California 
anchored at Harrisburg, Takou. Tho 
peoplo thoro aro greatly encouraged with 
tho appearance of tho ledges which are 
showing up well. Three sales of claims 
have been effected and several incorpor- 
ations of companies made. Commander 
Glass has placed tho district under mar- 
tial law as a precautionary moat uro. Ex- 
ports pronounce the ore of high gradu. 

Thoro is no news from tho Cassiar 
mines. Steamer Gertrude attempted to 
ascend Stickocn river, but went aground 
and remained hard and fast. Tho river 
is unusually low. Ice all gone. 

Tho Buck's Pooplo to bo Lan&od. 

Yesterday instructions woro received 
from Ottawa by tho Colloctor of Customs 
to allow tho Honry Buck's peoplo tn land 
and to quarantine them on shore. This is a 
sensible and humane action, and very dif- 
ferent from tho first order which threw 
tho entiro responsibility of their main- 
tenance on the ship and directed that 
they bo prevented from landing until after 
tho expiration of twenty-one days from 
tho convalescence of the last patient. The 
people will bo provided with tents and 
quarantined under a guard of four men. 
No fresh cases have broken out on board. 
Mrs. Davis is nearly well, and tho first 
and socond mates, who aro at tho pest- 
house, aro convalescent.

Tuesday, May 17. 

Court opened at 10:15 a. m. 
conspiracy and robbery. 

Fivo Chinamen, named Gun Foo, Ah 
Back, Ah Foo, Loo Fook and Chung Hoy, 
oach with numerous, aliases, were arraign- 
ed for robbery and conspiracy. 

On tho names being callod none of them 
put in an appearance. 

His Lordship said ho was unwilling to 
estreat recognizances. Ho thought there 
must havo been some misunderstanding 
in tho matter. 

After considerable search threo uf the 
defendants woro discovered, and another, 
Mr. Drake said, was coining. Being lamo 
ho could not harry over. 

Tho laino Chinaman being a long time 
in coming, his Lordship suggested that 
Bomo othur case should bo gono on with. 

Mr. Harrison romarked that thoro was 
no other case ready. 

Just at this juncture tho lame defend- 
ant limped in and took his place ill tho 
dock. 

Tho only absentee now being Ah Pow 
the trial was proceeded with, the Crown 
prosecutor and Mr. T. Davie for tho 
Crown; Messrs. Drake and McElmon for 
tho defence 

Mr. S. Anderson was chosen foro- 
mau of the jury. 

Tho prisoners were indictod for robbing 
tho person of Goon Gan on the 3rd Octo- 
ber last. 

Mr. T. Davie opened the case for tho 
prosecution and stated tho circumstances 
connected with it. 

Goon Gan Sivorn, examined by Mr. T. 
Davie — Stated that he lived on Cormo- 
rant street and got home on tho night of 
tho 3rd Octobor last at 8 o'clock. Tho 
witness thou described tho manner in 
which ho was attacked by tho prisoners 
and his monoy (§169.50) taken away. The 
Chinamen woro then pointed out indivi- 
dually to tho jury and each man's share 
in tho robbory described. It appoarod 
that each prisoner selected a pocket. Tho 
ono to whoso share fell his left hand 
pocket got nothing for it was empty. 

Here the names of the prisoners gut a 
littlo mixed, some of the real names or 
aliases being very similar. 

His Lordship suggested that ono of tho 
aliases should bo substituted for tho name 
on tho indictment so that they might be 
recognized. 

Tho foreman of the jury suggested that 
tho prisoners should bo ticketod. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

His Lordship thought that ticketing 
them might affect their nerves; but he 
could seo nothing to prevent their names 
being put on the dock immediately under 
each prisoner. 

Mr. Harrison accordingly wrote their 
names in large text and the labols woro 
gummed to tho dock. 

Examination of witness waa then ro- 
suraed — Identifiod tho broken bracolot 
produced in Court; it waa broken by Lee 
Fook while ho was warding off blows aim- 
ed at his head; a torn coat was produced 
and the manner in which it. was dono by 
the absent Chinaman described. 

A Chinaman next took the box, but he 
turned out to bo a witness for tho defense. 
He wa3 directed to step down. Tho re- 
quired witness did not answer and his ro-. 
cognizance was estreated. 

Another witness was dealt with in tho 
same way. 

Oflicor Sheppard sworn and examined 
by Mr. Harrison — Arrested three of the 
prisoners; found the prosecutor's door 
broken in; thoro were about GO Chinamen 
opposite his houso; had some trouble in 
dispersing them. 

Sergt. Bloomfield corroborated the evi- 
dence of Officer Sheppard. 

Officer Flewin sworn— -Deposed to a 
statement made by Chung Huy to tho 
effect that ho and others wore at Goon 
Can's houso and that ho had not boon 
robbed, but ho had boon assaultod. 

This closed the case for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Drake, for tho defenso, romarked 
on tho difficulty of getting at the facts of 
a Chineso case. With regard to two of 
the prisoners ho was prepared to prove 
that they woro not at tho prosecutor's 
houso at all. Tho whole affair was a 
trumped up caso worked up outofspito on 
the part of the prosecutor against tho pri- 
soners. 

Ah Fook sworn — Knew Goon Gan vory 
well long ago; when ho camo down from 
Yale beforo the alleged robbery ho wanted 
to sell a bracelet for 88 to pay his way 
down; would sell it for $5 as he waj poor. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie— Had 
been a witness sometimes, not very ofton. 

Mrs. Thompson sworn — Was employed 
in October hist at Mr. James Douglas'; 
knew the tall prisonor, Ah Back; he was 
at homo on tho ovening that the row took 
place at 9 :30. 

To Mr. Harrison — Prisoner did not 
sloop in the house. 

Another Chinaman statod that Goon 
Gan had money ($20) for Loo Fook which 
ho would not hand over; the affray be- 
tween the prosecutor and Lee Fook was 
then described; witness told Loo Fook to 
leave. 

A long examination elicited nothing of 

importance. 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 

Mr. McElmon addressed tho jury at 
some length on the case boforo thorn; 
contending that tho testimony of tho pro- 
secutor was unworthy of belief and that 
if a great row occurred a Chinese doctor 
living near by must havo heard it. Tho 
whole thing was' a put up affair on the 
part of Goon Gan. His want of monoy 
shortly beforo tho occurrence was proof 
of tho great improbability of his losing 
S109.50 after arriving in Victoria. His 
motive for trumping up the chargo was 
next commented on. Ho was sure that 
tho jury would not convict tho prisoners 
on such evidenco. It was a clear caso of 
blackmailing and they would at once 
acquit thorn of such on unjust chargo. 

The Crown prosecutor replied to the re- 
marks of tho learned counsel for the do- 
fonco. Thoro was no doubt that Goon 
Gan waa assaulted by two of the defend- 
ants. Indisputable ovidenco that the 
prosecutor was cut and bruised had been 
given. A proof that tho caso was not 
trumped up was that two of tho witnesses 
had not appeared for the prosecution. 
Tho alibi which had beoh set up was a 
total failuro and as such it strongthoned 
tho caso for tho prosecution. Counts in 
tho indictment were then explained and 
a verdict could bo given for an as- 
sault if ono for robbory could not bo 
rendered. 

His Lordship did not know that he 
eould say more than had been Baid on one 
side or tho other. Each behoved that 
they had a clear case. Tho matter had 
takon a long time; but the jury were to bo 
congratulated that 50 nr moro witnessos 
had not been called. It waa strange that 
tho Chinese doctor had not been called on 
either side. Evidenco of the prosecutor 
was caref,ully reviewed; also that of tho 
other witnessos for and aga.nst. The 



difficulty with tho jury would bo met 
which ovidenio was tho most probable but 
which was tho least improbable. If an 
aZt'fji could bo believed in favor of tho two 
prisoners it must shako tho confidonco 
of tho jury in tho testimony against tho 
others. Tho fact of tho alibi not being 
set up till after many months had elapsed 
was of itsolf a supicious circumstance 

Tho jury then retired and after an ab- 
sonco of about an hour returned with a 
verdict of not guilty. 

This caso concluded tho criminal work 
of tho assize, with tho exception of sen- 
tencing tho convicted prisoners which will 
bo dono at 11 o'clock Wednesday. 

Several civil suits woro called on, and 
one after the other postponed. Finally 
the caso Nicholson vs. Walsh was set down 
for Wednesday morning. 

Court adjourned till 11 a. m. Wednes- 
day. Jurymen to attend at that hour. 

"Events of British' History." 

Tho lecturo dolivored by Mr. W. K. 
Bull at Philharmonic Hall last ovoning 
on tho abovo subject was not largely at- 
tended; but tho 50 or GO who were pre- 
sent certainly had no occasion to regret 
beiiu; there. The principal events in tho 
history of our own country were rapidly 
sketched down to tho 15th century 
whon tho discovery of America and 
tho protestant reformation woro moro 
particularly dwelt upon. Tho 19th cen- 
tury discovorios and inventions woro soon 
roached in which tho lecturer claimed 
that whilo printing, tho discovery of Am- 
erica and tho protestant reformation wero 
tho threo great events of tho 15th and 
early part of the 16th century so the 
introduction of steam and electricity into 
the common appliances of life, general 
and popular education, and tho penny 
postage wero tho three great events of tho 
country in which we livo. Tho lecturer's 
allusion to the present premier of England 
not having sufficient martial spirit to 
carry on tho govornmcnt of Grcrt Britain 
successfully was not, in a mixed audi- 
onco, a vory happy one. Tho political 
institutions of Great Britain and hor 
grefit off-shoots woro compared witli those 
of tho neighboring Republic very much 
to the advantage of the former. 
The remarks of the lecturer wero often 
and loudly applauded; and at tho closo 
Mr. J. E. McMillan moved a vote of 
thanks. Dr. Powell socondod and it was 
heartily seconded. Tho chairman, Mr. J. 
Foil, announced that another lecturo or 
entertainment would bo given which would 
bo announced in tho public papers, and he 
urged upon all present the necessity of at- 
tending thomsolvos and inducing others to 
do likewise in order to keep up such a 
useful and deserving institution as the 
Mechanics' Institute. 

"Washington Territory- 

A dispatch from Walla Walla states 
that J Stevens shot and killed Hon. J. 
M. Hendrick, who waa a member of tho 
last Idaho legislature. Tho tragic affair 
occurred at Potlach Creek, Noz Porces 
county, Idaho, Wednesday morning at 9 
o'clock. Stovons immediately surrender- 
ed himself to tho authorities and was tried 
on Friday. There iB great excitement 
over tho affair. The cause of tho shoot- 
ing is not given. 

Considerable interest is still manifest- 
ed in tho mineral developments on tho 
Skagit. Thero appears to bu no doubt 
but tho Skagit miuos are rich in tho use- 
ful and precious motals. Thero ia some 
talk of reviving the gold excitement of last 
yoar, but very few havo faith enough in 
tho richness of the diggings to try it again 
this uummor. 

Last Thursday morning Jas. Oldfiold, 
boss in the Port Blakoly mill, gave orders 
for all hands to do their level best during 
tho day, as ho wished to sec what tho 
mill could do with its present machinery. 
Tho hands felt a pride in tho matter and 
all worked \vith a will. The result was 
that in the 12 hours tho mill had cut 
139,000 fuet of lumber, the biggest day's 
work over dono by a mill on Pugot 
Sound with but ono largo circular saw. — 
Intelligenc-tr.

An Important and Long Ponding Suit. 

An important lawsuit is now ponding 
in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, growing out uf the sale of tho 
steamboat Now World. In 1804 the Cali- 
fornia Steam Navigation Co. sold tho 
steamer New World, then lying at tho 
port of San Francisco, to tho Oregon 
Steam Navigation Co. for §75,000. Thoro 
was a condition attached to the sale that 
said steamer should not bo run on any of 
the rivers, bays or wators of California 
for ton years, on a penalty of $75,000, to 
bo paid by the O. S. N. Co. as indicated, 
should they violate this agreement. In 
1807 tho O. S. N. Co. sold tho New World 
for $75,000 to H. Winsor, C. Crosby, N. 
Crosby, jr., and C. H. Hale, with bonds 
and penalties conditioned as above, tho 
understanding being that the vessel should 
run on tho Sound.. Subsequently she was 
sold to D. B. Finch, with the conditions 
still attached. Finch subsequently vio- 
lated this contract and permitted tho 
stoamor to run in tho rivers and bays of 
California from October, 18GS, up to May 
1, 1874. Tho O. S. N. Co. instituted an 
action against Hale and his associates in 
1870, in the Second Judicial District of 
Washington Territory. Tho court decid- 
ed that tho covenant was in restraint of 
trade against public policy, and 
an action could not bo maintained 
for its breach, and the Supreme Court of 
tho Territory affirmed this deci- 
sion. But in 1873 the Supremo Court of 
tho United States reversed this deci«ion. 
Then, in 187-1, the Supremo Court of tho 
Territory, in accordance with this deci- 
sion, rendered a final judgment against 
Halo, Winsor, C. Crosby and N. Crosby, 
jr. , and their sureties for $75,000 dam- 
ages. By their attorney, ox-Senator John 
H. Mitchell, the plaintiffs in orror have 
brought an action against D. B. Finch, 
defendant in error, to recover damages 
to which they wero subjected by this vio- 
lation of the contract, and the case is now 
ponding in tho Supremo Court of the 
United States.

MUNICIPAL. 

T BY LAW 

FOR RAISINC A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON 
REAL AND PE RSONA L PROPERTY. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of 
tho Ci'y of Victoria, as follows: 

1. The "Victoria Rovonuo By-Law, 

1879, " the "Victoria Amendment Reven- 
ue By-Law, 1879," and tho "Revenue By- 
Law, L880," aro hereby repealed. 

2. From and after tho passage of this 
By-Law the general Municipal Revenue 
of the City shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected for tho use of tho corporation, from 
such sources as aro hereinafter provided. 

3. There shall he raised, levied and col- 
lected in each year upon all tho Real and 
Personal Prnpoity mentioned in the as- 
sessment roll for the time boing in forco 
in the City an oqual rate of eight-tenths 
of one por cont. on the assessed value 
thereof as appears by tho said roll. 

4. Tho aforesaid taxes shall bo duo and 
payable by tho person or persons lial.lo 
for tho samo to the collector of tho Muni- 
cipal Council at his otlico in tho City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho first 
day of Juno in each year. 

5. Every person using any of the trades, 
occupations, professions or business in 
Schedulo "A" horuunto annexed particu- 
larly describod shall tako out a periodical 
liconso for such period as in tho said 
Schedulo "A" is set out, paying there- 
fore such periodical sum as is thore spe- 
cified, which said sums shall respectively 
bo paid in advance to and for tho usu of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
and their successors. 

0. No person shall use, practice, carry 
on or exercise any trade, occupation, pro- 
fession or business in tho said Schedule 
"A" described, or named without having 
taken out and had granted to him, her or 
them a liconso in that behalf. Tho licen- 
ses to bo granted as aforesaid mny be in 
tho form in Schedulo "R" to this By-Law 
and the samo aro to bo granted so aa to 
terminate on the 30th day of Juno and 
tho 31nt day of Uccombor. 

7. The annual taxes mentioned and 
authorized to be assessed, levied and col- 
lected by tho Municipal Council of tho 
City of Victoria and by virtue of tho 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877." and 
tho " Victoria Road Tax Amendment 
By-Law, 1877," and tho "Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1881" shall form 
part of tho general Municipal Revenue 
aforesaid and shall bo levied and assossed 
in addition to all other rates and taxes. 

8. Thero bIi.iII be assessed, levied and 
collected upon and from the owner of cv 
cry dog running at largo within the city 
limits an annual rate of ?2.00 for each 
such dog, and for this purpose the har- 
bourer of any dog for the spaco of one 
month shall bo deemod tho owner thereof. 

9. On payment of any rato under the 
last preceding section tho collector of tho 
Municipal Council shall furnish tho owner 
of tho dog in respect to which such rato 
is paid with n rocoipt and also a tag or 
mark to bo attached to a collar placed 
around tho neck of such dog. 

10. Tho penalties and procedures for 
enforcing this By-Law shall bo those con- 
tained in sections 113 and 115 of the 
"Municipality Act, 1881." 

11. In tho construction of this By-Law 
in describing' or referring to any person 
or party, matter or thing, any word im- 
porting tho masculine gender or singular 
number shall bo understood to include 
and Bhall bo applicable to several persons 
and parties as well as ono person or 
party, and females as well aa males, anu 
bodies corporato as well as individuals, 
several matters or things as well as one 
matter or thing, unless it bo otherwise 
providod or thero bo something in tho 
subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

12. For tho purposes of this By. Law 
tho term "wholesale trader" shall be 
held to mean every proprietor of an Ex- 
press Office, a Gas Company, every Invest- 
ment and Loan Society, Coal Merchant, 
Lumber dealer, Fur trader, Foundry, 
Warehouseman, and every person who 
sells goods for the purpose of supolying 
other tradors, or who advertise as whole- 
sale dealers. 

13. Tho special rate imposed by the 
"Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
By-Law, 1877," and tho "By-Law to 
authorise tho raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," shall continuo to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxo3 imposed under the By- 
Law, and shall be applied to tho purposes 
specified in the said By-Laws respectively. 

14. Tho annual tax authorised to bo 
assossed, levied and collected by Hie 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," as 
amended by the "Victoria Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," and the 
"Road Tax Amendment By-Law. 1881," 
shall continue to bo assessed, levied and 
collected in addition to tho rato and taxes 
imposed by this By-Law, and shall form 
part of the general Municipal Revenue 
aforesaid. 

15. For tho purposes of this By-Law a 
retail trader shall bo held to moan every 
person carrying on any business or calling 
not otherwise specially mentioned, within 
the City limits. 

1G, This By-Law may be cited as the 
"Victoria Rovonuo By-Law, 1881." 

All penalties and other moneys recov- 
erable under sections 4 and 5 of the 
"Pound By-Law Amendment By-Law, 

1880, " shall be recoverable and enforced 
in the manner provided by tho ' Munici- 
pality Act, 1881,"
